SUMMARY: TRIAL RESUMED ON 14 JUNE AND HANDLED MORE PROCEDURAL 
MOTIONS. DEFENSE COUNCSEL MOTION TO DISCONTINUE TRIAL ON 
GROUNDS FEDERAL PROSECUTOR'S PARTICIPATION IS IN VIOLATION OF 
STATUS OF BERLIN WAS REJECTED. ATTEMPT BY PROSECUTOR TO 
EXCLUDE ONE DEFENSE COUNSEL AND ATTEMPT BY ANOTHER COUNSEL TO 
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WITHDRAW WERE REJECTED. LAWYER BECKER, INITIALLY SUSPECTED 
OF COMPLICITY IN TILL MEYER ESCAPE HAS SOUGHT TO WITHDRAW 
FROM TRIAL. COURT APPOINTED DEFENSE COUNSELS HAVE AGAIN 
BEEN THREATENED. THEY NOW HAVE POLICE PROTECTION. THE 
HEARING OF EVIDENCE IS EXPECTED TO BEGIN AT THE NEXT 
SESSION. END SUMMARY. 
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1 . ON 14 JUNE THE TRIAL WAS RESUMED WITH THE HOLDING OF 
THE 15TH SESSION BY THE 1ST PENAL SENAT. AT THAT SESSION 
THE COURT REJECTED SEVERAL MOTIONS FOR DISCONTINUANCE OF 
THE TRIAL WHICH DEFENSE COUNSELS HAD FILED. ONE OF THESE 
MOTIONS WAS BASED ON DEFENSE COUNSEL WIELAND’S CLAIM THAT 
THE FACT THAT THE PROSECTUION IN THIS TRIAL WAS REPRESENTED 
BY THE FEDERAL PROSECUTOR WAS A VIOLATION OF THE POTSDAM 
AGREEMENT AND OF THE FOUR-POWER STATUS OF BERLIN. HE STATED 
THAT HIS VIEWS WERE SHARED BY THE SOVIET EMBASSY IN EAST 
BERLIN AND PRODUCED A LETTER FROM THE SOVIET EMBASSY DATED 
AUGUST 1977 TO THAT EFFECT. FEDERAL PROSECUTOR OBERLE 
REPLIED THAT THE "PRESENCE AND ACTIONS OF THE FEDERAL PRO- 
SECUTION IN BERLIN WERE A MATTER OF COMPETENCY OF THE 
ALLIES AND THEREFORE NOT AN ACT OF THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT." 
HE ADDED THAT BERLIN WAS CHOSEN AS THE VENUE BECAUSE ALL 
CRIMES AT ISSUE IN THE TRIAL HAD BEEN COMMITTED IN BERLIN 
AND BECAUSE THE ACCUSED WERE ARRESTED HERE. COMMENT. THE 
RAISING. REBUTTAL AND DENIAL OF THIS MOTION WERE HANDLED 

IN LOW-KEY. MANNER. END COMMENT. 

2. THE COURT ALSO REJECTED A MOTION FOR RELIEF FROM 
APPOINTMENT FILED BY COURT-APPOINTED DEFENSE COUNSEL 
SCHALLHOEFER. A DECISION ON SIMILAR MOTIONS FILED BY 
COURT-APPOINTED COUNSELS GNISODORZ AND HOHLA HAS NOT YET 
BEEN GIVEN. 
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3. NICOLAS BECKER, ONE OF THE DEFENSE COUNSELS WHO IS 
THE PERSONAL CHOICE OF HIS CLIENT (AND WHO WAS PRESENT IN 
MOABIT PRISON AT THE TIME OF DEFENDANT TILL MEYER'S 
ESCAPE AND INITIALLY SUSPECTED OF COMPLICITY), DID NOT 
ATTEND THE 15TH SESSION; HE HAS FILED A MOTION TO WITH- 
DRAW. HE HAS BASED HIS MOTION ON THE FACT THAT HIS 
DEFENSE RECORDS HAVE BEEN PERUSED BY THE PROSECUTION. 

HE FURTHER EXPLAINED THAT HIS RELATIONSHIP TO ANDREAS 
VOGEL, HIS CLIENT, HAS CHANGED SINCE MEYER'S ESCAPE FROM 
PRISON. A DECISION ON HIS MOTION HAS NOT YET BEEN MADE. 
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
